Ottawa, August lith—Th<¢ iggregate 
foreign trade of Canada lest year, con- 
sisting of the tota: imports, and total 
exporte ior the fiscal yeur enaing June 
8Cch last. is estinhited to amount to 
$475,000,060 as compared with $467,000,- 
C09 for the previous vear, or an in- 
crease in round numbers of $6,000,000. 
On the basis of injports entered for 
consuinptiion. and domestic exports the 
increase would be $1,682,386. There was 
a fading. off in dormesiic exports for 
the year just closed, amounting to $15,- 
$87,235. In the exports of foreign 
goods from Canada, there was an in- 
cease of $4,000,000. The decrease of do- 
mestic exports is very largely zccount- 
ed for by the fact that there was a 
large decrease in the export of wheat.
